With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supervising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  provided  under  this  Act. 
The  Committee  met  every  two  months.  It  is  composed  of  members  of  the  County  Council, 
of  the  three  District  Councils  of  Guisborough,  Skelton  and  Brotton,  and  Loftus,  and  of 
certain  co-opted  members.  Among  the  services  administered  are  the  following: —

Prevention  of  illness :  Care  and  After  Care  Health  Visiting 
Ambulance  Service  Midwifery

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

With  the  exception  of  outlying  houses  and  farms  and  the  village  of  Moorsholm,  the 
district  is  served  by  public  sewers  discharging  to  the  sea.  Sewage  disposal  works  owned 
by  the  Council  receive  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Moorsholm.  These  works  are 
inadequate  and  a  scheme  to  provide  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  is  under  active 
consideration. 

Sewers  laid  during  1963  were: —

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

Many  outlying  farms  and  cottages  are  still  served  by  pan  closets  but  the  Council  has 
no  power  to  require  their  conversion  where  public  sewers  are  not  available.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the  district. 

Refuse  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Brotton  Tip  throughout  the  year. 

The  time  lost  during  the  year  in  sickness  amounted  to  640  man/hours.  For  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1964,  the  cost  of  the  service  was  estimated  at  £8,090.

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HOUSING 


Thirty-nine  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

A  survey  was  made  of  Lingdale  houses.  Most  of  them  were  built  between  70  and 
over  100  years  ago.  In  many  cases  the  fabric  is  poor,  there  is  evidence  of  serious  rising 
dampness  and  the  accommodation  and  layout  are  such  that  substantial  repairs  are  not 
worthwhile.  So  as  to  provide  a  guide  to  the  Council  when  considering  future  policy  we 
reported  on  the  estimated  life  of  all  existing  houses  in  the  village  as  follows: —

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  now  four  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council.  Two 
slaughterhouses  are  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale  outside  the  area  in 
addition  to  local  trade. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  showed  another  increase — 13,396  as 
compared  with  12,975  in  1962  and  9,345  in  1961.  One  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty- 
five  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  including  regular  Sunday  and  evening 
visits.  In  addition,  twenty-eight  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  outside  the  area 
under  arrangements  with  Saltburn  and  Marske  U.D.C.  and  Loftus  U.D.C. 

Charges  are  now  made  for  meat  inspection  work.  The  income  to  the  Council  is  now 
running  at  the  rate  of  around  £500  a  year.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Rodent  Operator  appointed  jointly  by  Loftus  U.D.C.  and  Skelton  and  Brotton 
U.D.C.  has  continued  his  duties  in  the  two  areas,  and  the  arrangement  has  worked  satis¬ 
factorily.  The  Council’s  sewers  were  treated  three  times  and  only  light  infestations  were 
found  in  a  few  areas.  The  Council’s  tips  were  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  minor 
infestations  dealt  with  on  several  occasions. 

“Warfarin”  has  been  used  to  treat  all  the  infestations  during  1963.  This  poison 
gives  very  good  results  and  the  technique  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  is  followed.
